WOMAN SDFFBAGE. 


The recent decision of tbo United 


States Supreme Court in regard to tbo 
right of women, under the Fourteenth 
Amendment, to vote, nhioh ha* just 
been published, ma; be considered an 
effectual settler of tho aspirations ot tbo 
fair 6ei for tho ballot, so far M any ap- 
peal to tho courts is concerned. The 
case was that of Virginia L. Minor, a 
Missouri woman, who appealed from 
the decision of tha Superior Court of 
that Stato, which had declared that tho 
Fourteenth Amendment, whioh pro- 
vides that DO State shall mako or en- 
force any law whinh should abridgft the 
privileges or immunities of okizons of 
the United States, does not operate to 
forbid tbe exclusion of women from ihu 
polls. Chief Justice Wai to rendered 
the opinion, whioh was concurred in by 
the entire bench. It declares that tbe 
Fourteenth Amendment did not affect 
the citizenship of women any more 
tban it did of men, and that, tbercfore, 
in this particular tho rights of the 
plaintiff aro not dependent upon tbe 
amendment, sho having been a citizen 
from her birth, and entitled to all the 
privileges of citizenship. The amend- 
ment prohibited tho abridgement by tbo 
Stato of any of thcio privileges, but 
did not confer oiti/.enship upon bor. If 
tbo right of suffrage is ono of tho ncccs 
sary privileges of a citizen of the 
United States, tbon tbo Constitution 
of Missouri, and of other StalcH, con- 
fining it lo moo, are in violation of tho 
Constitution of the United Stales, and 
consequently void. 
But tbo Constitu- 


tion nowhere makes tho tight to rote 
one of tho privileges of citizenship, 
Tho Suites alone define tho qualifica- 
tions of voters, The Court proceeds to 
show Unit in no State wcro all cilizons 
permitted to vote, but that each fixed 
such limitations an it thought best, and 
uono conferred tho privilege of nulira|j;o 
upon women, and yet no objection hut] 
ever been made to tha admission of any 
State on ibis ground. "This right of 
suffrage," soy the Court, "when grant- 
ed must bo protected. lie who has it 
can only bo deprived of it by duo pro- 
cess of law, but in order to claim pro 
tcction lio must first show that bo has 
tho right." The decision i.s summed 
up as folio vs: 


Certainly if llio courts con consider 


nny question settled this is one. 
For 


nearly ninety years tho people have 
acted upon tho idea that the Couslitu 
tion, when it conferred ciliMnship, did 
not necesiuiily confer llio right of suf- 
frage. 
If uniform practice long con- 


tinued can settle the construction of BO 
important an instrument as tho Const!' 
tution of the United Stutcs confessedly 
is, most certainly it has been done bore, 
Our province is to decide what the law 
in, not to declare what it should be. 
\Vu havo given this case tlio cnroful 
consideration its importance demands 
If the law is wrong it ought to bo 
ohiingcd, but tho power for ihut is nol 
with us. 
Tho arguments addressed to 


us bearing upon such a view of the 
subject may perhaps bo sufficient to in 
duco those having the power to malt
